Roosevelt Men Fight Hard. 


Arthur I. Vorys of Ohio had made 
the motion to seat the divided delega­ 
tion. 
John G. Capers, Senator Borah 
and Francis J. Heney led an effort to 
adopt a substitute to seat both Roose­ 
velt men, but they could muster only 
nineteen votes. 
The split delegation 
was then unanimously seated. 
President T a ft’s four contested dele­ 
gates at large from Kentucky, headed 
by Senator W . O. Bradley, were seated 
with only eleven votes In the negative. 
H e was given the six from the First, 
Second 
and 
Tenth 
districts 
unani­ 
mously. 
The contest against the two in the 
Fourth district was 
withdrawn 
and 
the five from the Seventh, Eighth and 
Eleventh districts were given to Mr. 
T aft against the votes of the Roose­ 
velt forces. 
Sharp interchanges between Francis 
J. Heney of San Francisco and Taft 
members of the committee character­ 
ized the long session over the K en ­ 
tucky contests. 
Mr. Heney, who will 
appear in the hearing of the Califor­ 
nia contests, repeatedly referred to 
frauds in the Kentucky elections and 
compared conditions to those that ex­ 
isted in California under Abe Reuf.

committee cannot stop the nomina­ 
tion of Colonel Roosevelt. 
The ver­ 
dict of Ohio is still fresh in the minds 
ot the people of this country. Penrose, 
Crane and the others in that commit­ 
tee room do not realize what the peo­ 
ple as a body are thinking.

"Such conduct." Colonel Roosevelt 
wrote, “ comes dangerously near being 
treason to the whole spirit of our in­ 
stitutions, to the whole spirit of demo­ 
cratic free government,” 
The former president laid especial 
stress on the action of the committee 
in seating the Taft delegates from the 
Thirteenth district of 
Indiana, not­ 
withstanding the fact, he said, that 
the Roosevelt men were clearly in the 
m ajority in the convention which was 
called to elect these two delegates. 
i Colonel Roosevelt’s statement says in 
part: 
“ The question at Chicago becomes 
clearer with every vote of the national 
committee. 
It is simply whether the 
people have the right to nominate 
whomever they wish for the highest 
office in their gift or whether by delib­ 
erate theft and fraud certain machine 
leaders, acting in the interest of spe­ 
cial privileges, are to be permitted to 
deprive the people of this right. 


Says Taft Is Repudiated. 


" B y an overwhelming m ajority where 
they have had the opportunity to ex­ 
press their wishes at the primaries, 
the plain people, the rank and file of 
the Republican party, have repudiated 
Mr. Taft. 
Now we are face to face 
with the question whether the people 
rule the Republican party or whether 
the party is to be ruled by the discred­ 
ited bosses 
whom the people have 
themselves repudiated. 
"M assachusetts 
has

“ Mr. Penrose has just been defeated j 
for delegate in Pennsylvania, but he | 
is a Taft leader on the national com- j 
mittee. 
Mr. Mulvane of Kansas has i 
just been defeated for national com­ 
mittee in Kansas, Mr. W illiam Allen 
W h ite taking his place. 
But Mr. Mul­ 
vane is on the national committee 
acting with Mr. Penrose. 
“ The Taft people were overwhelm- i 
ingly defeated in Kansas and Pennsyl- I 
I vania, vet Messrs. Mulvane and Pen­ 
rose, the two Taft lieutenants, are 
foremost in the effort to thwart the 
I w ill of the people who have just de­ 
feated them. 


Seeking to Destroy Party. 


“ These men prattle about ‘regular­ 
ity.’ 
W ho 
are 
the regulars? 
The 
great m ajority of the Republican rank 
and file who have just overwhelm ing­ 
ly repudiated the bosses, or the bosses 
who have just been overwhelm ingly 
repudiated by the rank and file? 
The 
national committeemen, like Messrs. 
Penrose, Mulvane, M urphy and com­ 
pany, have no claim to speak for the 
Republican party, have no claim to 
consider themselves 
regular. 
They 
have just been repudiated by the Re­ 
publican party. 
They have no wish 
for Republican success. 
Their actions 
make it evident that in their anger 
at the party that has repudiated them 
they now* seek to bring the party 
down to share their own disaster.” 
A fter reviewing at some length the 
results in several states where pri­ 
m ary elections were held the state­ 
ment continues: 
"M r. Taft has been repudiated by 
the people and he now appeals to his 
representatives in the national com­ 
mittee, half of whom have themselves 
also been repudiated, and asks them 
to force his nomination on the rank 
and file of the Republican party, who 
have declared that they do not wish 
him. 
Mr. Taft, at one period of the 
campaign, said I was unjust to him 
because I stated that the bosses were 
for him and the people against him. 
Events have proved that I was right.” 


Franklin MacVeagh Predicts Success 
on First Ballot. 


Chicago, 
June 12.— Franklin 
Mac­ 
Veagh, secretary of the treasury, visit­ 
ed the Taft headquarters and declared 
that President Taft would be nominat­ 
ed on the firs* ballot. 
"Things are looking better for Pres­ 
ident Taft every day,” said Secretary 
MacVeagh.

A Deadlock Recognized.

elected, and the regulars will not select 
any other man.

“W hip” Not a Legal Office. 
Fo r the first time in my recollection 
the word "w h ip ” as applied to the men

It went out on a point of order 
made by tile ever watchful M inority 
Leader Manti, but not until after con 
siderable discussion occurred.

There were congressmen wbc 
had run bills of over $200 per month at 
this low rate, which showed that they 
were doing a great deal with the wires 
Much of this was for purely political 
work 
When they came to a vote on It 
the house did not curtail any of the 
privileges it has been enjoying in this i 
particular. 
The economy plan tins not 
reached the point where members are 
willing to deny themselves.

Taft May Veto the Measure. 


Washington. June 12.— Only the sig­ 
nature of President Taft now is re­ 
quired to abolish the commerce court 
of the United States. 
The legislating 
out of existence of that tribunal cre­ 
ated only two years ago and which 
the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 
United 
States recently declared had exceeded 
its powers finally and definitely was 
determined ujion when the senate, by 
a vote of 36 to 23, defeated an amend­ 
ment to make provision for m aintain­ 
ing the court in th* legislative execu­ 
tive and judicial appropriation bill. 
B y this vote the senate reversed its 
own appropriations committee, which 
had recommended the adoption of the 
amendment. 
This put both houses of 
congress in accord on the matter of 
abolishing the court. 
There is a likelihood, it was assert­ 
ed in official circles, th.\ 
President 
Taft would veto the bill because of 
the court's elimination. 
Of the votes cast In opposition to 
the court twenty-six were by Demo­ 
crats and the remaining ten by Re 
publicans. 
The Republican negative vote was 
cast in the main by progressives, but 
Senators Nelson and Heyburn Joined 
them in opposition. 


One Democrat Favored Court. 


Senator Thornton of lou isiana was 
the only Democrat who voted for con­ 
tinuance of the court. 
The 
court 
is 
composed 
of 
five 
judges, who would lie dispersed and 
take up their duties as members of 
the various courts of appeal, if they 
are not dropped out of office altogeth­ 
er as proposed by some -senators. The 
court’s elaborate quarters here were 
furnished 
at 
considerable 
expense. 
The cases heretofore passed upon by 
the commerce court, which involved 
only railroad litigation on appeal from 
decisions of the interstate commerce 
commission, again would be handled 
by the United States district courts. 
The court was attacked not only on 
account of its novel position, but on 
the charge of extravagance. 
It also 
was contended that its existence nulli- 
tied the work of the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
Senators Townsend and Burton de­ 
fended the court as calculated to ex­ 
pedite business. Mr. Townsend denied 
em phatically that Its decisions favored 
the railroads; declared that cases pre­ 
viously requiring five years now were 
heard within as many months and dis­ 
continuance of the court would disar­ 
range the cases now docketed.

Educate d at Wesleyan univer­ 
sity, lie w a s forced to leave because 
of his health, an d in 1859, a fte r he had 
been accepted into th e ministry, he be­ 
gan a n itinerant ministry.

later, a fte r touring an d stud ying in 
Europe, he came back to America and 
accepted a call in Detroit aud later in 
Brooklyn. 
In 1880 he bec am e editor of the Chria-1 
flan Advocate.

preached strongly ag ainst slavery and 
actively work ed against the sale o f ; 
liquor. 
In 1800 lie expelled from his 
ch urch his treasurer, who was his per- j 
sonal 
friend, because th e treasurer, j 
who o w ned a d ru g store, sold whisky. 
Ile also expelled the richest m em ber of 
bls congregation, who w as operating 
a brewery. 
Stories are told ab o u t his wonderful 
memory. 
At one time he read through 
a tw o column editorial once and then 
recited it verbatim.

Buckley 
had

dry 
sarcasm, 
which lie used effectively when ev er any 
one a t a conference or meeting made 
e x tr a v a g a n t st ate m ents .

Next College to Cast 534 Instead of 
386 Ballot*.

The Idea “Jest Crowed.’’ 
The idea of the national nominating 
convention is neither a political inher 
Ranee to r a conscious contrivance. It 
is a product of evolution which ha* 
“Jest glowed” to meet the exigeiiei*** 
of the unique* method provided by th* 
constitution for choosing a new prest 
: dent or vice president every 
four 
j years. 
The constitution decrees that 
each state shall pick as many pres! 
dent in I electors as it has persons rep 
j resenting it In congress I. e., two 
I electors to correspond to the two sen 
ators from each state ami as many 
1 more as th** state semis members to 
the house of representatives. 
The first presidents were not nomi 
nated at nil. but received the votes of 
( the presidential electors of their r«* 
apective parties by a sort of spon 
J taneous consent. 
In the first two clee 
I tlons, those of ITS!* and 1702, because 
the 
whole 
nation 
wanted 
George 
Washington at its head there was no 
call for nominations. 
Upon his retire 
ment the preponderant feeling of on*' 
party was for John Adams, that of 
tis* o th e r for Thomas Jefferson, and it 
occurred to no one'''formally to set 
fo rth what was unanimously under 
stood. 
In 1800 came the first hint of what 
is t**day the national convention. While 
agreed on their presidential choice in 
Jefferson, the (Democratic! Republic­ 
ans hesitate*! as to their candidate for 
th** vice presidency. 
A meeting of the 
Republican congressional members was 
summoned to recommend Aaron Bun 
for this odic**. 
Though small ami sc 
cret, the meeting is noteworthy not 
only because it was the first congees 
atonal caucus, lint because it was the 
first thing to he done in the way of 
a party Domination. 
From 1800 to 1824 nominations were 
made by congressional caucuses. Th* 
death knell of this method was sound 
ed by public sentiment, which erie*! 
out against th** practice as being an ar 
rogant usurpation of the rights of th* 
people. 


A solution was not at once forthcom 
Ing. The present day national convell 
ti on was undergoing a series of meta 
morphoses from 1S24 to 1840. nomlna 
tlons being irregularly made by state 
legislatures, popular meetings and r**s 
elutions of indorsement of “a favorite 
son.” Gradually th** party conventions 
took shape until in 1840 was evolved 
the plan that obtains today. 


The Modus Operandi. 
What is the exact modus operandi of 
the national convention? The vast ma 
chlnery is set In motion every four 
years, usually iii Washington around 
December, by a button which tho na 
Bona I committee of one of t ie great 
political parties presses. 
This button 
consists in formulating calls for til** 
presidential nominating conventions t<* 
til** state and district committees, which 
in turn call stat** and district convell 
tlons for the selection of delegates

Each state 
delegates a 
Two delegates are 
congress district by 
tion of that district and from four to 
eight for the whole state called dele­ 
gates nt large by the state convention 
Each delegate has an alternate. 
As soon as these calls are out the 
party committees of the different coun­ 
ties or other subdivisions of the state 
convene and provide for a choice of 
delegates from their respective coun­ 
ties to the state and congress conven­ 
tions. 
Then the county committee issues 
calls to the different precinct commit­ 
tees or precinct heads, who summon the 
voters of their districts at primary 
election to choose the delegates who 
are to speak for them and. as is usual­ 
ly the case, give them instructions as 
to how they are to speak. 


H ighest Bidder Gets It. 
Out of it all come the delegates, or, 
rather, the temporary delegates. 
The 
national committee passes on the roll 
of delegates when two men are con 
testing for a place, deciding which 
will l*e accepted. Then the convention 
itself ratifies the action of the commit­ 
tee and usually pronounces the tempo 
rnry roll as permanent. 
Meanwhile the city offering the big­ 
gest inducements in the way of a con 
vention hall and other expenses, some j 
times reaching $100,000, as in the case! 
of Baltimore this year, is selected by 
tho committee as the place of meeting 
The local hotels plume themselves for 
the event, storekeepers bring out deco­ 
rations, brass hands veneer their in­ 
struments with un won te*l luster—in 
short, the city gowns itself in full gala | 
day attire. 
The delegations from each state, with 
their respective chairmen, gather in a 
certain section of the hall under ban­ 
ners. 
With the galleries thronged by j 
12,ooo or 14.000 spectators and some­ 
what over 1,000 delegates on the floor. 
the chairman of the national commit­ 
tee calls th** convention to order. 
There is an opening prayer, one day 
by a Catholic priest, another by an 
Episcopalian minister—the various *1** 
nominations all receiving recognition 
Then a temporary chairman is nomi­ 
nated. following which is the appoint­ 
ment of secretaries, clerks and other 
necessary oflicials. together with tile 
adoption of tile rules which are to gov­ 
ern the business. 
Then the commit­ 
tees, among them those on credentials 
and resolutions, are appointed, and ad 
Journnient is taken to wait upon their 
reports. 


Getting Down to Business. 
The next sitting usually names a per ! 
audient chairman. Then the report of 
the resolutions committee, which con 
tains the platform or the principles and 
program of the party, is read and or 
dinarjly sustained. 
Follows the re a l; 
business of the convention, when the 
roil of the states is called. 
“Ohio” is 
sung out from the desk, and a promi­ 
nent delegate from Ohio rises, steps to 
the rostrum and proposes with oratori­ 
cal flourish the Ohio candidate. 
The 
roll call completed and all candidates, 
ranging from perhaps seven to twelve 
in number, proposed, the business of 
balloting begins. 
As the clerks run down the roll from 
Alabama to Wyoming the chairman 
of each state announces the various 
numbers of votes for eacli of the earnli 
dates from his delegation, except where 
the unit rule prevails, In which case 
the whole vote of the delegation goes 
to the one candidate who lias a major 
It j* of the delegation's votes. That con­ 
testant is selected under the Republic­ 
an rule who receives a majority—un 
der the Democratic, two-thirds of all 
the votes. Not always is the candidate 
chosen on the first ballot. There may 
he many roll calls before any one wins 
tho requisite majority. 
In 1852 the Democrats agreed on 
Franklin Pierce only after forty-nine 
ballots had been taken. The Whigs in 
that year went four better than their 
I opponents in selecting General Scott. 
I Of recent years, or, accurately, since 
1802, there has been little doubt as to 
the nominee. 
In that year both Mr 
Harrison 
and

Cleveland

chosen on the first ballot.
